On April 8 the voters of Sierra Madre, in ^ 

addition to selecting three councilmen, will decide 
whether the positions of city clerk and city treasurer ' 
should be appointive or elective. 

The issue is a cloudy one, difficult to explain 
and fraught with emotionalism. ' 

Voters are understandably reluctant to surrender 
their rights, a laudable characteristic of our demo¬ 
cratic society. But it seems to me that little good can 
be gained by voting for officials who perform purely 
clerical tasks, while a great deal of harm could result , 
from the election of unqualified candidates. | 

IT WOULD be entirely another matter, of course, [ 
if the clerk and treasurer held policy making posi- j 
tions. But they do not. The only policy-makers in I 
the City of Siei-ra Madre are the five councilmen, 
all of whom are elected. 

The Council has the power to make policy. The 
city administrator has the authority to carry out 
that policy, and neither the city clerk nor treasurer 
can refuse to obey the directives of the Council. This ^ 
has been decided in court. ; 

The city administrator is, in effect, the plant 
superintendent, responsible to the elected Council 
which is in somewhat the same position as a board 
of directors. , 

It would be foolish and economically wasteful 
to permit two clerks to hamstring the operations of 
a city, either through inefficiency, stubbornness, or ’ 
both. 

AN ELECTED city clerk and city treasurer 
could pull in one direction, while the remainder of 
the city would be hauling in the other. This would ' 
accomplish nothing since, even if the Council acted 
wrongfully, the elected clerk and treasurer would 
eventually have to abide by the Council’s decision. 

The voters would have no recourse, in most 
cases, except to suffer through four years of confu¬ 
sion until the next election. 

Appointed officials, on the other hand, could be 
fired by the City Council, as can the city adminis¬ 
trator. If the voters did not approve, they could 
always throw the councilmen out. 

The appointment of clerks and treasurers, it 
should be pointed out, is not novel. It is widely prac¬ 
ticed in most of the 48 states. 

IN CALIFORNIA, at least 55 cities of over 5,000 
population have appointed officers. These include 
the following general law cities: Bverly Hills, Clare¬ 
mont, Lodi, Mill Valley, Newport Beach, Palm 
Springs, San Marino, Sanger, Santa Ana, Selma, 

Wasco and Whittier. 

The issue is going on the ballot April 8 in Mon¬ 
rovia, where the proposal to appoint has the backing 
of the League of Women Voters.

There is 
Tio know'n specific treatment 
for smallpox, but vaccination 
will prevent it. Because the 
length (if protection afford¬ 
ed by a smallpox vaccination 
is not known, a revaccina¬ 
tion every five to seven years 
is recommended. Because 
this practice is not consist¬ 
ently carried out, sporadic 
cases of the disease appear 
occasionally. 

Diphtheria is another seri¬ 
ous communicable disea.se 
that can be prevented 
through inoculation.
